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The compensation of probation officers ordinarily is fixed and paid according to statutory 
regulations. 


Pursuant to statutory regulations, the compensation of a probation officer is determined by the 
court,! subject to the concurrence of the county board or equivalent municipal body,” and is paid 
by the county.” Where the officer's salary has been fixed by the court within the limit set by statute, 
and has been approved by the county board, the board cannot thereafter reduce the salary,“ at least 


during the period for which an appropriation has been made. 


On the other hand, the fixing of the compensation of a probation officer has been held not to be 


a judicial function,° and the court has been held to be empowered to fix salaries only when it is 
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necessary and essential for the court to operate.’ In some jurisdictions, the county board,’ or the 


city in which a court is located,’ is empowered to fix the salaries of probation officers. 


Where the legislature is required by the constitution to fix the compensation of officers, it may not 


delegate to a county board the power to fix the compensation of probation officers.! 
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
